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The scope of work for this project includes: preparation of a proposal for the design
engineering, manufacturing, delivery and erection of a new manufactured metal building
located at Washoe County's South Truckee Meadows Water Reclamation Facility
(STMWRF). The scope of work also includes the required structural calculations, the
foundation engineering design and all documents and calculations required for building
permit application and construction and otherwise as required by the owner for review
and approval.

Staffwill self-perform as the General Confiactor for delivery of this new building project.
This approach will significantly reduce the overall cost of the project as well as ensure
the specifications for the facility are met and within the required schedule.

Sealed bids for the STMWRF Utility Operations Maintenance Building project were
opened on March 10,2016. The list of proposals received for the project is as follows:

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Staff has verified in the System for Award Management Exclusions that no proposer is
excluded from receiving federal government contracts as a result of being debarred; thus,
none of the bidders is prohibited by NRS 338.017(2) from being awarded a public works
contract.

Washoe County Stategic Objective supported by this item: Safe, secure and healthy
communities.

PREVIOUS ACTION

On August 71, 2015, the Board of County Commissioners @oard) rejected all bids for
the STMWRF Utility Operations Building project as the lowest bid of $1,065,500,
exceeded the engineer's estimate of $875,000 and exceeded the amount of project funds
as identified in the 2015 Capital Improvement Program (CIP).

On November 10, 2015, the Board rejected all bids for the revised STMWRF Utility
Operations Building project, as the lowest submitted bid of $775,500 exceeded the
engineers estimate of $375,000, which was the morimum threshold established for the
revised project.

BACKGROT]ND

The STMWRF Utility Operations Metal Building Project involves the construction of a
new 4,000 square foot metal framed building shell. The structure is planned to store
sensitive equipment and parts as well as provide work space for maintenance staff.

The need for this facility is the outcome of the December 31,2014 consolidation of the
Washoe County water utility with the Truckee Meadows Water Authority and the
subsequent termination of the lease of office and warehouse space at 4930 Energy Way,
Reno. Currently utility equipment is stored either outdoors, within temporary cargo
containers, or within other buildings at the STMWRF site. This approach is not a long
term solution and will cease once the new building is completed, resulting in both cost
savings and increased efficiencies for the utility staff.

Previously, two plans for a utility storage building and one that initially included office
space was developed and bid. Due to the extreme high cost, both bids were rejected and
the current approach developed.

FISCAL IMPACT

The STMWRF Utility Operations Maintenance Building Project was identified and
recommended for approval by the BCC in the 2015-2016 CIP. Funding and budget
authority for this project will be allocated as follows: 75 percent [$132,388.54] to project
number WR495ll8 (sewer) account 781080 and 25 percent l$44,129.511 to project
number WR450001 (reclaimed water) account 781080. Revenues in support of this
project are provided from monthly sewer rate charges and reclaimed water rate charges,
respectively.
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RECOMMEI\DATION

It is recommended that the Board of County Commissioners award a bid and approve the
Agreement to the lowest responsive, responsible bidder for the STMWRF Utility
Operations Metal Building Project, [staffrecommends Reyman Brothers Construction in
the amount of $176,518.051.

POSSIBLE MOTION

Should the Board agree with staffs recommendation, a possible motion would be "Move
to award a bid and approve the Agreement to the lowest responsive, responsible bidder
for the STMWRF Utility Operations Metal Building Project, fstaffrecommends Reyman
Brothers Construction in the amount of $176,518.05]."



AGREEMENT
STMWRf,' Utility Operations Maintenance Building Project (Metal Building)

THIS AGREEMENT (also herein referred to as "Confiact"), is made and entered into this
day of 20.._-__-_,by and between Washoe County, a political rrUailrion of
the State of Nevad4 acting through the Washoe County Commissioners hereinafter calledUOWNER" and a General Contractor,
Nevada State License No. hereinafter called the "CONTRACTOR".

WTINESSETH:
That the OWNER and the CONTRACTO& for the consideration hereinafter named, agree as
follows:

Article l. Scope of Work
The Contactor shall furnish all of the materials and perform all of the Work described in the
Specifications entitled 'SSTMWRF' Utility Operations Maintenance Building project (Metal
Building)", prepared by the Departrnent of Community Services, which is attached hereto and
incorporated herein as one of the Contact Documents identified in Article 7.

Article 2. Time of Completion
The Work to be performed under this Agreement shall be completed within ONE HUNDRED
EIGHTY (180) calendar days of the "Notice to Proceed". Should the Contactor fail or refuse to
complete the work within that time, along with any authorized extensions of time, there shall be
deducted from monies due him, not as a penalty, but as liquidated damages, the sum of Five
Hundred Dollars ($500.00) for each additional calendar day required to complete the work.

Article 3. Progress Pavments
On or about the first of each month, the Contactor shall make and certify an estimate of the amount
and fair value of the work done, and may apply for partial payment therefore. The Contactor shall
revise the estimate as the Owner may direct. Whenever the monthly estimate, after approval, shows
that the value of the work completed during the previous month exceeds one p.r."nt (1%) of the
total contact price, the Owner will process a pay request. The Owner will thereupon cause the
amount therein to be paid to the Contractor. Such certification of work performed will authorize
payment in an amount equal to the value of the Work completed less any sums that may be retained
bythe Owner.

Pnrsuant to NRS 338.515, Owner shall retain 5 percent (5%) of such estimated value of the Work
done as part security for the fulfillment of the Contact until fiffy percent (50y") of the Work
required by the contract has been performed. When fifty percent (50%) of the Work has been
completed to the satisfaction of the Owner, one-half (1D) of the amount retained by Owner witl be
paid to Conhactor. Thereafter, if in the opinion of the Owner, satisfactory progress is being made,
Owner shall retain up to two and a half percent Q.5%) from monthly progress payments as part
security for the fulfillment of the Contract until the Work required by the contact has been
completed. No partial payment shall be made when, in the judgment of the Owner, the Work is not
being diligently prosecuted by the Contractor.



The amount of payments withheld as provided herein shall be retained for a period of ttrirty (30)
days from the date of filing of the Notice of Completion.

Owner shall pay to Contactor at the end of each quarter this Agreement is in effec! interest for the
quarter on the amount withheld at a rate to be determined by Owner in accordance with NRS
338.515. If the amount due the Contactor pursuant to this provision for any quarter is less than
Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00), the Owner may withhold the interest until: (l) the end of a
subsequent quarter after which the amount of interest due is Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) or
more; (2) the end of the fourth consecutive quarter for which no interest has been paid to the
Confiactor; or (3) the final payment is due under the Agreemen! whichever occurs first.

Confiactor shall pay the Subcontactors progress payments and pay interest on amounts retained
from said progress payments in accordance with the provisions of NRS 338.510 ttrough NRS
338.s3s.

In accordance with NRS 244.320 and NRS 354.626, if, in any subsequent fiscal year, the County
determines not to appropriate or budget funds for the pu{poses specified in this Contac! or the
County determines that it is required to amend previous appropriations or budgeted amounts to
eliminate or reduce funding the purposes in this Conhact, this Contract will be terminated without
penalty, charge, or sanction.

Article 4. Acceptance and Final Payment
As soon as practical following the completion of the Work, the Contractor shall make request by
letter to the Owner for a final inspection and acceptance of the Work, and if, in Owner's opinion, all
provisions of the Specifications and Agreement have been satisfied, Owner will cause a Notice of
Completion to be filed with the County Recorder.

At the expiration of thirly (30) calendar days following the filing of the Notice of Completion, final
payment shall be made as follows: After deducting all previous payments from the total value of
the work, the remaining balance shall be paid, providing that no claims, liens or outstanding debts
have been filed against the work, and the contact is not subject to arbitation or litigation between
parties. Notwithstanding the expiration of thirty (30) calendar days, the Contactor, upon demand
by the Owner, shall submit evidence satisfactory to the Owner that all payrolls, materials, bills, and
other indebtedness relating to the work performed, have been paid before finaI payment is made.

Article 5. The Contract Sum
The Owner shall pay the Confiactor, as fulI compensation for furnishing all materials and labor and
doing all the Work in stict accordance with the Specifications and to the satisfaction of the Owner,
the amount of Oi\E HUI\DRED SEYENTY SD( THOUSAI\D FIVE HUIIDRED EIGHTEEN
AI\D 05/100 Dollars ($176,518.00. This sum is to be paid in the manner and under the conditions
hereinbefore specifi ed.

Article 6. Perdormance and Payment Bonds
The Contactor agrees that it will before this Contact becomes effective, furnish the Owner a
Faithful Performance Bond and a Labor and Material Payment Bond, furnished by a company or
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companies acceptable to the Owner, edch in an amount equal to one hundred percent (100%) of the
total Confact sum.

The Faithful Performance Bond shall be conditioned that the Work under the Contact shall be
performed in accordance with the Specifications and terms of this Agreement and shall guarantee
the Work for aperiod of one (1) year.

Labor and Material Payment Bond shall be conditioned to provide and secure payment for all
material, provisions, provender and supplies, teams, tnrcks and other means of ftansportation used
in, or upon or about the Work and for any labor done thereon.

Contactor agrees to give preference as provided in NRS 338.130. If this provision is not complied
wittu the Contract shall be void, and any faih:re or refusal to comply with this provision shall render
the Confiact void.
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Article 10. Prevailine Waee Rates
In the event that the Contract sum is Two Hundred Fifty Thousand Dollars or more, Contactor
agrees that he shall pay the prevailing wage rates in effect at the time of the bid and comply with
NRS 338. The Contactor shall forfeit, as a penalty to the Owner, not less than $20 nor more than
$50 for each calendar day or portion thereof that each workman employed:

County of any kind whatsoever, except the portions of payments herein agreed on for which funds
shall have been appropriated and budgeted or are otherwise available.

Indemnification and hold harmless clauses are intended to assure that CONTRACTOR accepts and is
able to pay for the loss or liability related to its activities.

RECOMMENDED THAT TI]E CONTRACTOR'S AGENT/BROKER CONTACT TT{E COUNTY RISK

IIYDEMI\IFICATION AGREEMENT

MII\IMT'M LIN{ITS OF INSURANCE

CONTRACTORshaII maintain limits no lessthan:

l. General Liability: $1,000,000 combined single limit per occurrence for bodily injury, personal injr:ry and
property damage. If Commercial General Liability Insurance or other form witir a generat aggregati limit is
used, the general aggregate limit shall be increased to equal trvice the required o"crirrer"e limit oi revised to
apply separately to each project or location.

COUNTY r9s:rves lhe right to request additional documenation, financial or otherwise, prior to giiing its
approval of the deductibles and self-insured retgntion and prior to executing the underlying agreement. any chaiges
to the deductibles or self-insured retentions made during the term of this Agreement oiaulr[tn. term of any poli"cy,
must be approved by the couNTY Nsk Manager prior to the change taking etrect.

OTI{ER INSURANCE PROVISIONS

The policies are to contairL or be endorsed to contairL the following provisions:

1. General Liability and Adomobile Liability Coverages

a. COLINTY, its officers, agents, employees, and volunteers are to be included as ADDITIONAL

employees, or volunteers shall be excess of CONTRACTOR'S insurance and shali not mntribute with it in
any way.

c. Any fail$ to comply with reporting provisions of the policies shall not affect coverage provided to
COLINTY, its officers, agents, employees, or volunteers.



d. CONTRACTORS insurance shall apply separately to each insured against whom claim is made or
suit is brought, except with respect to the limits ofthe insurer's liability.

2. Propertv Coverages

CONTRACTOR shall provide builders risk insurance on an "All Risk" basis on a policy form satisfactory to
COUNTY. Th9 limit of coverage will be the amount necessary to cover the bid value of any structures or
improvements in the Contact. Said property coverage coverc portions of work off site oi in nansit as
appropriate. COUNTY reserves the right to require CONTRACTOR to provide boiler and machinery
insurance coverage or other forms of property insurance. Losses paid under the property insurance policy or
policies shall be paid directly to COUNTY by the insurer(s).

3. All Coveragres

Each insurance policy required by this clause shall be endorsed to state that coverage shall not be suspended,
voided canceld or non-renewed by either CONTRACTOR or by the insurer, reduced in coverage or in
limits except after thirty (30) days' prior written notice by certified mail, retum receipt requestd tias been
given to COLJNTY except for nonpayment of premium.

ACCEPTABILITY OF INSIJRERS

Insurance is to be placed with insurers with a Best's rating of no less than A-: VII. COLINTY, with the approval of
the Risk Manager, may accept coverage with caniers having lower Besfs ratings upon review of financial information
concerning CONTRACTOR and insurance carrier. COUNTY reserves the right to require that CONTRACTOR'S
insurer be a licensed and admitf€d insurer in the State of Nevad4 or on the Insurance Commissione/s approved but
not admitted list.

VERIFICATION OF COVERAGE

CONTRACTOR shall fumish COT NTY with certificates of insurance and with original endorsements affecting
coverage required by this exhibit. The certificates and endorsements for ach insurance policy are to be sigre.d by a
person authorized by that insurer to bind coverage on its behalf. All certlfrcotes and endorsements ire to- be
o.ddrqsed to the soecilic COUNW contractine depart nent and be received and oporoved bv COUNff before
work commences

SUBCONTRACTORS

CONTRACTOR shall include all Subconfactors as insureds under its policies or shall fumish sepamte certificates
and endorsements for each Subcontactor. All covenges for Subconfractors shall be subject to all of the requirements
stated herein.

MISCELLAI\IEOUS CONDITIONS

l. CONTRACTOR shall be responsible for and remedy all damage or loss to any property, including property
of COUNTY, caused in whole or in part by CONTRACTO& any Subcontactor, or anyone employd
directed, or supervised by CONTRACTOR.

2. Nothing herein contained shall be construed as limiting in any way the extent to which CONTRACTOR may
be held resporsible for payment of damages to persons or property resulting from its operations or the
operations ofany Subconfizctors under it.



3. In addition to any other remedies COUNTY may have if CONTRACTOR fails to provide or maintain any
insurance policies or policy endorsements to the extent and within the time herein required, COUNTy may,
at its sole opion:

a. Order CONTRACTOR to stop work under this Agreement and/or withhold any payments which
become due CONTRACTOR here under until CONTRACTOR demonstratm compiiairce with ttre
requirements hereof; or,

b. Terminate the Agreement.

SAFETY PROGRAM

CONTRACTOR shall be responsible for initiating maintaining, and supervising all safety precautions and progftrrls
in connection with ttre work

CONTRACTOR shall take all necessary precatrtions for the safety of, and shall provide all necessary protection to
prevent damage, injury, or loss to:

l. All employees on the work site and all other persons who may be affected thereby.

2. All the worlg materials, and equipment to be incorporated therein, whether in storage on or offthe site.

3. Other property at the site or adjacent thereto, including trees, shrubs, lawns, wallc, pavements, roadways,
structurcs, and rfilities not designated for removal, relocation, or replacement in the course of construction.

CONTRACTOR shall comply with all applicable laws, ordinances, rules, regulations, and others of any public
authority having jurisdiction for the safety of persons or property or to protect thim from damage, injury, or io*. H.
shall erect and maintair5 as required by existing conditions and progress on the worlq all *.".*.y iafeguards for
safety and protectioq including posting danger signs, other warnings agpinst hazards, promulgatilg safety
regulations, and notifying owneni and users of adjacent utilities. CONTRACTOR shall comply with OSf{A,(Hu-ri
Communication Standards.

CONTRACTOR shall designate a responsible member of its organization at the site whose duty shall be the
prevention of accidents. This person shall be CONTRACTOR'S strperintendent unless otherwisi desigrated in
writing by CONTRACTORTo the Owner andtheEngineer.
